Sr. Axnz, III., July 27.—[Special.]—This 
place has been today the Mecca of hundreds 
of devout Catholics from the parish of Notre 
Dame, Chicago, and numerous towns in this 
and surrounding States. Over a thousand 
came from Chicago and as many more from 
Kankakee, Momence, St. Mary's. Donovan, 
and other towns. It was a pilgrimage to the 
shrine of La Bonne St. Anne, to obtain fa- 
vors, both spiritual and temporal, as the re- 
sult of concerted prayer. The people here 
are nearly. all French, speaking a patois, 
many not being able to speak English.

The Canadian shrine was founded in the seven- 
teenth century by a party of French Catholics 
sailing up the St. Lawrence. The party had 
lost its way in the wilderness. The spot where 
St. Anne de Beaupre Cathedral now stands 
marks the place where the priests vowed a 
shrine and yearly pilgrimages if God would 
save them. Their prayers were answered. 
True to the word, thousands of French Catho- 
lies have visited the place each day in the 
year and miraculous dures of the blind, lame, 
and diseased are of ordinary occurrence, 

Four years ago St, Anne, III., was set apart 
for a similar purpose and pilgrimages are 
made to this place by Catholics from all parts 
of the Northwestern States. Last year some 
remarkable cures are alleged to have taken 
place here.

Resolved, That the matter of equalizing the as- 
sessments of Cook County for the year 1891 be, 
and hereby is, referred to the Committee on Pub- 
lic Service, together with all complaints and peti- 
tions concerning the same, and that the County 
Clerk be, and hereby’ is, requested 
to deliver to said committee all assess- 
ment books returned to him by the Assessors, and 
all railroed lists and schedules returned by the 
several railroad companies, for the year 1891, as 
soon as the same shall have been delivered to. 
him and required by said committee; and that 
said committee examine the same and make such 
recommendation to this board as, in their opin- 
ion, the condition of the assessments may de- 
mand. 

Assessors Backward with Their Work. 

The County Clerk has been quite desirous 
of complying with this resolution, but the As- 
sessors, especially those of the city, have been 
backward with their work. The West Town 

Assessor has not turned in his books yet. The 
Lake View Assessor’s books were not turned 
over till yesterday. ‘The Hyde Park books 
‘ were sent in Saturday, and the Lake books 
only the previous day. The County Clerk has 
not yet made the footings, and it is probable 
that the Commussioners will not be able to 
get to work on them until the latter part of 
this week. . 

Enough is known, now, however, to justify 
the claim that is made in some quarters as to 
drastic proceedings by the State Board. Had 
there been a moderate increase in the assess- 
ments 1t is believed that the members of the 
State Board could be convinced that there was 
an attempt at a fair assessment. As the in- 
crease is paltry the suspicions of the mem- 
bers of the State Board, it is believed, will be 
fully aroused and Chicago may be the suf- 
ferer.

It may be added in this same connection 
that the State Board of Equalization 
added 19 per cent to the assessment as made 
by the Assessors last year. Such of the rural

After low 
mass breakfast was eaten beneath the trees in 
the convent yard. At 1 p. m. the cathedral 
bell summoned 2,000 pilgrims to solemn high 
mass, the Notre Dame choir of Chicago sing- 
ing the impressive chants. 

Two sermons were preached, one in French 
by the Rev. Father Therien of Notre Dame 
Church, the other in English by the Rev. Fa- 
ther Berard. At high noon the pilgrims ate 
dinner in the green fields beside the cathe- 
dral. The closing scenes of the solemn day 
were the benediction services. The pilgrims, 
with earnest faces, eyes uplifted, hands 
clasped, and lips murmuring prayers, passed 
into the quaint cathedral to reveive the bless- 
ing of holy Mary and the Lord. 

Kissing the Sacred Relics. 

Each worshiper pressed against his neigh- 
borin eagerness to get nearest the sacred 
casket inclosmg the sacred bones of la 
bonne St. Anne, the mother of Mary. The sick 
were carried in on the arms of friends that 
they might kiss the sacred relics. The blind 
groped their way through the throng to touch 
the casket. On each face was evidence of 
simple faith. 

It was a scene peculiarly touching and im- 
pressive. When the priests began the reading 
of the service each pilgrim hastened to get 
closer to the railmg surrounding the taber- 
nacle, where the casket containing some of the 
bones of St. Anne rested. Many a face drawn 
with pain lightened up with eagerness to 
reach the altar and touch the healing box. 
After a half hour of silent prayer the matin 
sounded and the pilgrims dispersed. Next

THEY WERE BLIND AND LAME. 


Two Detroit Women Said to Have Been 
Miraculously Made Whole. 

MonTreEaL, Que., July 27.—[Special.]—Sev- 
eral miraculous cures are reported to have 
lately taken place at the famous shrine of 
St. Anne de Beaupre. The ‘first is that of 
Ann Dean of Detroit, aged 18 years. For the 
last seven years she bas been using spectacles 
which caused her to suffer great pain in her 
eyes.

New Departments to Be Introduced to the 
Curricalum of the Pennsylvania School.

Prof. Francis N. Thorpe of the University of 

Pennsylvania, who has just finished a course

CHINESE CERTIFICATES OPENLY SOLD 


Bogus Papers 
Kech—Collector . 

San Francisco, Cal, Muly 7. — [Special. — 
Collector Phelps of this port has made an 
other scandalous discovery in regard to the 
sale of Chinese certificates. He has learned 
through good: authority that Chinese cer- 
tificates have been on sale in Shanghai at $300 
each and that fully thirty of these bogus cer- 
tificates have been presented here within the 
last three months.“ 

When the Scott Exclusion act was passed in 
1884, it provided that the only class of Chinese 
to be admitted were scholars, dipomats, and 
merchants and all had to have certificates ap- 
proved by the Chinese Government and viséed 
by the American Consul in the port from 
which they sailed. It seems, however, that 
the Chinese Government failed to recognize 
this rule in regard to merchants and until 
three months ago no regular merchant’s 
certificate issued by the Chinese Government 
was ever received. All merchants who entered 
were provided with certiticates issued by the 
consular authorities, or on the order of, tho 
Chinese Minister at Washington. 

Of late large numbers of Chinese have 
landed here with certificates purporting to be 
issued by the Chinese Intendente or Port 
Marshal at Shanghai. They bear the seal of 
the United States Consul General James A. 
Leonard, but the seal has been found to be 
bogus. It is also learned that a Chinaman 
driven out of Seattle is earrying on this busi- 
ness. It is said that the certificates are 
sold in Shanghai with the guarantee that 
the cooly’s passage money will bo refunded 
if the certificate is not accepted on this side. 
Collector Phelps has refused to accept any of 
these certificates, although he has been ordered 
to do so by the Secretary of the Treasury. He 
has explained the situation to that official in a 
long letter.

German Priests of St. Louis Still Mad Over 
the Cahensly Memorial, 5 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., July 7.— [Special. — The 
Cahensly memorial incident is not closed, as 
the cable had it, but continues to be a live 
issue in this city at least. 

It will be remembered that when the memo- 
rial was first published Father Phelan, the ag- 
gressive editor of the local English-speaking 
Catholics, startled the community by declar- 
ing that the memorial was originated in St. 
Louis by the German Catholic clérgy, who 
constituted the Priester Verein. Father Phe- 
lan made a good case agaiust the German 
priests and denounced them and their scheme 
in unmeasured language. 

The German priests were indignant, but 
bided their time. The preparations now mak- 
ing to celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of 
Archbishop Kenrick’s ministry esa Bishop 
are in the hands of a committee of seven En- 
glish-speaking and six German-speaking 
priests, Father Phelan being one of the for- 
mer. Atacaucus of the German priests held 
a few days ago it was unanimously determined 
to ask Father Phelan to resign from the com- 
mittee, and, ifhe refused, then all the German 
priests resolved to withdraw and not permit 
their parishioners to participate in the jubilee 
services. Father Phelan thereupon gracefully 
resigned rather than jeopardize the celebra- 
tion, and now the German priests are rejoic- 
ing at the editorial scalp dangling from their 
belt. They have boycotted the Western 
Watchman and have induced many German 
subscribers to quit the paper.

There will be a lottery candidate, an anti- 
lottery candidate, and an Alliance candidate 
for Governor. As the Alliance is anti-lottery, 
however, and the lottery is the only issue, it 
would seem an unwise and dangerous division 
of forces so far as the principal State officers 
are concerned, 

As to the newspapers, New Orleans is the 
head center of lottery sentiment and all the 
papers in that city, the True Delta excepted, 
wear the gambler's collar, The country 
papers, however, are largely anti-lottery, but 
the lottery gamblers are offsetting this by 
establishing papers in various parte of the 
State devoted to their interests. It is said 
that there are twice as many papers in the 
State as there were a year ago, owing to the 
activity of the gang. The traveling men also 
are taking an active part in the canvass and 
are solidly in favor of the lottery side, but 
the antis have warned the people 
against them, and as the latter demand 
to know on which side the drummers stand 
before they will trade with them several m- 
teresting boycotts have been instituted and 
trade is becomimg demoralized. Their ranks 
have been reinforced by alleged jewelry ped- 
dlers sent out by the lottery concern, who are 
canvassing for the votes of the negroes, and 
sell jewelry to them with the understanding 
that they need not pay for it if the lottery 
amendment carries. There is ‘little doubt 
that the negroes this time will vote unmolested, 
as their votes are sought for by both parties. 
This will bring a new and dangerous element 
into the contest, as the negroes are largely on 
the side of the lottery. 

The Farmers’ Alliance is solidly against the 
lottery, and will not admit any one to its 
membership unless he pledges himself to vote 
against the amendment. As we have already 
mentioned, however, the ambition of the 
Alliance men to elect their own candidate for 
Governor may have a disastrous effect so 
far as State candidates are concerned, as it 
will tend to divide the anti-lottery ranks. 
It would seem that Gov.: Nicholls, who 
has fought the lottery from the start, should 
have the solid support of all the anti-lottery 
men. It may not affect the vote or the amend- 
ment, but it certainly would be ungrateful to 
prejudice the chances of Gov. Nicholls for re- 
election after he has taken the lead of the op- 
position so resolutely and borne the heat and 
burden of the day. The determined character 
of the opposition is shown by its attitude to- 
wards the editors of the lottery papers. One 
of these gentlemen, the editor of the Robeline 
News, has been ordered to leave the town in 
ten days and another one, the editor of the 
Ruston Caligraph, has also been served with 
astill more significant warning, his fellow- 
citizens having met and unanimously resolved : 

That it is the wish of the Parish Union that ail 
such papers, and especially the Ruston Caligraph, 
say less about us, less about our State organiza- 
tion, and less about our leaders. We want noth- 
ing from you and we hereby notify all such slan- 


derous opposition that patience sometime ceases 
to be a virtue. 


It will be inferred from these events that 
the campaign is one of unusual excitement. 
The election does not occur until next April, but 
the canvass grows hotter and hotter day by day. 
Ifit keeps growing in excitement at the present 
rate it may lead to violence, lynching, and 
bloodshed long before election time. It is 
evidently a fight to the death against the oc- 
topus and it will not be strange if popular 
revolution and civil strife should yet be the 
outcome of this excited campaign. If such 
things as are now occurring can happen in the 
green tree,it may well be asked, what will 
happen in the dry? If the respective forces 
are at fighting pitch eight months away from 
election, what will be their condition next 
April? ä 


A GRADUATED INCOME TAX. 

“We favor a graduated income tax isa 
plank in the platform adopted by the recent 
Ohio Democratic convention, and it is remark- 
able as immediately following the words: 
“We are opposed to all class legislation.“ 
The members of that gathering do not want 
any laws passed either for or against any par- 
ticular class, but all the same they demand a 
violent discrimination against the capitalist 
class (against those who have any money to 
loan or invest in reproductive industry), and 
this is a fair specimen of their oft-vaunted 
„ consistency.” 

Such a demand is, however, a necessary 
corollary to that plank in the party platform 
which declares in favor of a tariff for revenue 
only. As the carrying out of that policy 
would leave a deficit of more than $100,000,000 
annually in the revenue from  cus- 
toms the huge gap would have to be filled 
from some source, and it is likely to grow 
larger instead of less during the next few 
years by reason of a further increase in the 
pension list, which the demagogue Democratic 
M. C.s will vote for. Do they think they could 
bridge the gulf by an income tax? Or do 
they know what a graduated income tax is? 
If not they are simply like children wandering 
in the dark. The English income tax has 
varied in recent years from 5 per cent to one- 
quarter of that. The income and land tax 
both together yielded for the last fiscal year 
reported about $63,000,000 out of a total reve- 
nue of $440,000,000. Ours could hardly pro- 
duce more than that without being badly op- 
pressive, as the British people are a nation of 
Capitalists having money invested for 
the sake of annual income in every 
part of the civilized world, Prussia 
has a graduated income tar, but it 
nets barely $9,000,000 a year from the 30,000,- 
000 people of that State. So we should have 
to get a far bigger revenue from a graded in- 
come tax than either of those countries, in 
order to meet as much, perhaps, as $150,000,- 
000 of deficiency due to an adoption of other 
Democratic doctrines, 

How would we obtain it? Say every income 
of $500 or more was untaxed. That is what 
the folks mean who talk about a graded in- 
come. They want it graded so that it will not 
fall hoavily upon the wage-working classes, 
Between $500 and $1,000 the impost would 
probably be fixed at 1 or 2 per cent; from 
that to $5,000 as the limit 8 per cent; then up 
to $10,000 it would be 4 per cent; up to $25,000 
8 percent; up to $50,000 6 per cent; up to

Why should people be anxious now 
to repeat an experience which was confessedly 
bad, and especially obnoxious in its 
workings among a free people? , Those

THE REPUBLICAN EAGLE AND THE DEM- 
OCRATIC ROOSTER. 

At the recent Republican convention in 
Ohio the eagle, king of birds, was selected as 
the distinguishing symbol for the ticket in 
the coming State election. At the still more 
recent Democratic convention the strutting 
cock was chosen as the emblem, and thus 
under the provisions of the Australian voting 
law the two tickets will be distinguished from 
each other—on the one side the rooster and 
the barnyard; on the other the bird of Jove 
and the starry flag. 

In select.ng the male hen as their emblem 
the Democrats have chosen a fowl who in his 
way isa good fighter and a great braggart. 
But it is never safe to assume he has come 
out ahead because he is on the fence crowing 
with all his might over an alleged victory. 
There is no significance to his shrill yell ex- 
cept that he has not been quite knocked out, 
for he crows not only at victory but rejoices 
if not badly licked. He usually crows when 
he hears some other rooster crowing, and cel- 
ebrates with more stentorian voice the 
achievements of his harem in egg-laying and 
chicken-hatching than the hens themselves. 
He is a vulgar bird in his habits and prefers 
the summit of a manure heap for his place of 
recreation to the highest aerie that can be 
offered him. He is a Mormon bird in his 
morals and exults noisily over his harem es- 
tablishment of many wives. He is as vain 
and strutting as a peacock, and nothing 
more delights him than a piece of showy rib- 
bon tied to his tail. He will defend the ladies 
of his establishment against his own kind, 
but will abandon them to the attack of a hawk 
or rat. He is most courageous when he 
sounds his noisy challenge to a foe a distance 
off. His principal atiribute is noise, though 
some breeds fight well. His highest as. 
pirafions never rise above the barnyard. He 
has wings, but he never gets anywhere with 
them, except to a roost. He may be a hustler 
within the narrow limitsof his native hen- 
walk, but beyond that restricted area he 
never ventures. His chief occupation is 
scratching and searching for bugs, worms, 
seeds, and other boodle. 

The Republicans, on the other hand, ha ve 
chosen the bird whose home is in the mount- 
&in-peaks; whose name always has been 
synonymous with freedom and victory from 
the days of the Roman legions until now; who 
sits at the right hand of Jove as he huris his 
thunderbolts; who flies above the clouds; 
whose keen eye can look upon the god of day 
without being dazzled; who is at home amid 
the lightnings; who soars among the high 
ethereal elements; whose scream is always 
one of defiance; whose beak rends and whose 
talons tear; who is dangerous when assailed, 
enduring in attack, free and untamable, 
mighty in onset, and always victorious—the 
king of birds, the admiration of free men. It 
is for these characteristics that free men al- 
ways have adopted the eagle as the symbol of 
high honor, undaunted courage, lofty patriot- 
ism, independence—loath-ng servility ; that in 
this country it has been selected as the em- 
blem for coins (eagles and double eagles, not 
roosters and double roosters), the decoration 
for battle standards and defiant banners, the 
companion of liberty, the type of patriotism, 
the emblem of the American nationality. As 
between this noble bird and the ignoble barn- 
yard, strutting, boasting rooster the. electors 
of Ohio will choose the former as their fa- 
vorite emblem by an immense majority 
that will cause the roosterites to hide in their 
hencoops. 


LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT FOR IRELAND. 

During the last week Mr. Balfour, the Irish 
Secretary, has made a definite announcement 
of the intention of the Tory Cabinet to present 
at the next session of Parliament a local 
County Government bill for Ireland framed on 
the lines of the English and Scotch County 
acts. Mr. Healy, the real leader of the anti- 
Parnellite Nationalist members, promptly 
promised his codperation in the work of per- 
fecting, improving, and passing the measure, 
and Mr. Parnell was obliged at the conven- 
tion of his followers in Dublin during the 
week to agree to support the schemes. The 
measure will hardly meet with much opposi- 
tion from the English Liberals. Their policy 
will be to make it as broad and as compre- 
hensive as possible, 

The object of the Tories is to deprive the 
Irish of one of their most potent arguments 
for home rule. They will say in the event of 
the measure being adopted: We have accorded 
the Irish all the rights, privileges, and hber- 
ties granted to the English and Scotch people. 
We have given them local self-government, 
what more do they want? This will be a good 
enough hustings argument in England. As 
far as Ireland is concerned it will not change 
the drift of opinion or feeling there or influ- 
ence a vote. 

The Irish politicians will use the additional 
privileges to be granted to them as a leverage 
in favor of home rule. There will be under 
an act similar to that passed for England

The ought to maintain its own 
schools for the Indians, and the money which it 
gives to be disbursed by the Catholic Missions

the merits of the question at issue. It is the 


whole case in a nutshell. The conflict be- 
tween Commissioner Morgan and the Cathulic 


Bureau of Indian Schools is only an incident. 


Putting them both one side and considering 
the question on its merits there can be no 
doubt that the Commissioner’s action is on the 
line of a just, sensible, and correct policy. 
There should be no intercourse between the 
Commissioner and the Catholic Buraau. There 
should be no such thing as a Catholic Bureau 
in Washington. There should be no such 
thing as a coatract church school, Catholic or 
Protestant. There should be only the public 
governinent school on the reservation, and the 
government should have sole and absolute 
supervision of the education of the young 
Indians toward future citizenship. It is ab- 
surd that the government should make con- 
tracts for echools through a sectarian bureau 
of any kind. The contract church schools 
should be gradually removed and government 
schools modeled on the public school system 
should be substituted for them. 

Such achange as this would be a step in a 
progressive direction. It is certainly an 
anomalous condition of thimgs that there 
should be two different systems of educating 
Indians iu the same territory—one secular and 
the other sectarian—and that the government 
should be held responsible for both, though it 
has no control over one of them and yet 
wives that one the lion’s share of the appropri- 
ations. 

The New York Evangelist, a denominational 
organ, hits the nailon the head when it says 
it would be far better for the mission schools 
to be exempt from governmental control, 
though at the cost of government support, 
and that “mission work is the work of the 
church, not of the government, and it should 
be carried on at the charges of the church and 
under the sole supervision of the church, 
whether Protestant on Roman Catholic.“ The 
mission school, as it is now conducted, stands 
in the way of the public school and absorbs 
the public money for mission work which 
should be devoted to education. The sooner 
this anomalous system is broken up the bet- 
ter it will be for the government and the In- 
dian,

THE DIFFERENCE. 

In trade and commerce the Democrats are 
strict constructionists and follow English ideas 
on the tariff. The Republicaus are liberal 
constructionists and think for themselves.

It will permit the speedy transfer 
of fleets from ocean to ocean, and it will draw 
the commerce of the Pacific coast of South 
America into the harvors of the United States. 
Yet when it was proposed at the last session 
of Congress that this country should guaran- 
tee the bonds of the canal company the Dem- 
ocrats opposed it, although the stock control 
of the canal was to be piaced in the hands of 
the government by the bill. It was in accord- 
ance with Democratic precedents that the gov- 
ernment should have nothing to do with such 
a national undertaking; that if private capital 
would not build it then the canal should not 
be.cut by this country, even though its con- 
struction should be worth hundreds of millions 
to the country and would secure a command- 
ing position on two oceans and make the Gulf 
an American lake,

JOHN DALY’S SENTENCE MUST STAND. 


Efforts to Prove He Is the Victim of a Con- 
spiracy—The House of Commons. 

Lonpon, July 27.—In the House of Com- 
mons today, when the prisons vote was under 
discussion, Mr. Parnell elaimed that certain 
convicts under life sentences, especially John 
Daly, should be granted amnesty or else treat- 
ed as political prisoners. Mr. Parnell said it 
was a grave blot on the nation to treat men 
like Egan and Daly as ordinary criminals, 
adding that in the special case of Daly there 
was every reason to believe he was not guilty 
of the charge of being in possession of dyna- 
mite with intent to cause an explosion. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt opposed any 
relaxation of the sentence passed upun John 
Daly, and Mr. John Redmond urged that 
further inquiry into Daly’s case would prove 
that the prisoner referred to was the victim of 
a conspiracy upon the part of Irish police 


agents. 

Sir Henry Matthews, the Home Secretary, 
replied that the “ alleged proofs of innocence’ 
had already been exatnined and that 125 had 
been found to be inventions; consequently the 
sentence must stand. 

During the course of the day’s session 
Henry John Atkinson, member of Parliament 
for Boston, was expelled from the House for a 
week for charging the Speaker with abuse of 
power in placing on the records of the House 
that he, Mr. Atkinson, had frivolously chal- 
lenged the accuracy of divisions. 

As this expulsion includes enforced absence 
from the precincts of Parliament, Mr. Atkin- 
son was obliged to submit and take eight 
American gentlemen, whom he had invited to 
dine with him at the House of Commons, to 
the Union club.

QUAKES IN INDIANA AND KENTUCKY. 


Walls of Brick Buildings Were Cracked 
and Plastering Was Shaken Down. 

EvaxswiLLx, Ind., July 27.—[Special. |—The 
heavy earthquake shock of last even- 
ing was even more severe than it was 
thought to have been. Examination of brick 
dwelling houses today showed that tneir walls 
had been cracked. At Spottsville, Ky.,nearly ail 
of the plastering was shaken from the ceilings, 
and the disturbance at that place was at first 
thought to have been caused by an explosion 
in the mine or a sinking of the earth such as 
occurred about a year ago, when the earth in 
that section let down, Causing a crack 
in the earth for over 200 yards and 
rendering every cistern in the piace use less. 
The shock seems to have been local, the only 
place reported having felt the vibration being 
along the line of the Ohio Valley railroad’ to 
Princeton, Ky., ana at various pointe up the 
Ohio River to Cloverport, Ky. At6:30 o’clock 
last evening a slight vibration was noticed on 
the river by the officers of the steamer 
James Guthrie, who noticed a small 
wave over the river and a slight motion of the 
boat, but nothing was thought of the cause of 
it until after the severe shock, which occurred 
at 8:29 last night, when they were satisfied 
that it was but a slight vibration preceding 
the most violent shock ever felt in this section. 


CITY OF ST. JOSEPH, MO., IN DANGER. 


River May Cut Away Through the Kansas 
Bottoms and Strand the Town. 

Sr. Josxyn, Mo., July 27.— Unless an almost 
miraculous influence is brought to bear upon 
the Missouri River to prevent the inroads 
made at a point west of the city known as the 
Belmont Bend, the Town of Eimwood, oppo- 
site St. Joseph, and a territory of about six 
square miles of farming country will be sub- 
merged and the bridge and railroad tracks

The women 
seem to be especially interested. In France 
the greatest enthusiasm is manifested by 
women, and they will demonstrate what 
are doing in charitable and benevolent wor 
when the Exposition begins. Among indus- 
trial women the same general interest is 
evinced, and the results of woman’s one 
and handiwork will be largely wh, 
In England the Lady Commissioners had not 
been appointed when I was ‘there, but they 
will be named in a few days and then we es- 
pect to receive a visit from them. I found so 
much of interest to women and was 80 over- 
whelmed with invitations to visit the many 
institutions 1 and maintained by them 
that I found it necessary to refuse many 
courtesies owing to my limited time. 

“I was well received everywhere, and I 
don’t remember a woman with whom I talked 
who did not express herself as thoroughly in- 
terested in the work nor who had not decided 
upon coming to America during the Fair. 

“Minister Lincoin and Mr. McCormick 
were active in their work for the success of 
the Exposition and did everything in their 
power to make my visit both pleasant and 
profitable. It is largely through their efforts 
that interest in England has been aroused.”’

TO TELL OLD OFFICERS FROM NEW. 


Police Uniform Changes Considered—The 
Short Clab Favored. 

Chief McClaughry is considering improve- 

ments of the present uniform of the Chicago 
police. He said yesterday: 
The uniforms worn by the police in the 
Eastern cities are similar to those worn here. 
There were, however, fwo or three things that 
impressed me favorably, and changes may be 
made in the uniforms here accordingly. For 
instance, both in New York City and Boston 
white stripes are worn on the left arm of po- 
lice uniforms, denoting the length of service 
of the wearer. An officer must be in the serv- 
ice five years before he gets the first stripe. 
Every three years afterward an additional 
stripe is sewed on, so that it is easy to distin- 
guish the old from the new officers. I heartily 
approve of this scheme, and am in hopes that 
it may be adopted here. 

“Then another thing which impressed me 
forcibly was the short club used by the pa- 
trolmen in New York City. Itis not nearly 
so long as the club in this city and can 
easily be carried in the ofticer’s pocket. I 
really dislike to see an officer twirling his 
club. Then again the ‘use of the short club 
would not be as much of a temptation for the 
officer carrying it to whack citizens over the 
head with it. There is, in my opinion, alto- 
gether too much clubbing, and I think the use 
of the short club would have a tendency to do 
away with much of this.

NOT IN ANY HURRY TO SELL, 


Probable Disposition of Material Excavat- 
ed in Drainage Canal Work. 

Chief Engineer Artingstall of the Drainage 

Board said yesterday that the material exca- 
vated in digging the channel would be thrown 
on either side of the cafial. The right of way 
would be sufficiently wide to do this, and he 
was of the opinion that the material exca- 
vated could he disposed of at a much better 
advantage after the construction of the ditch. 
A great deal of the material taken out, he 
says, Will be valuable and can be sold fora 
much better price after the channel is com- 
pleted than it can during the construction. 
There will, no doubt, be a great deal of rock 
excavated, and by the use of the process out- 
lined in Tur Inu it will be valuable for 
rip-rap and will find a ready market in this 
city.

LOCAL SIGNAL SERVICE, 


More Careful Forecasts, Involving Elabo- 
rate Observations, to Be Issued and More 
Attention to the Study of the Climate 
to Be Given—Sam Parker as Rip Van 
Winkle—T. De Witt Talmage on His 
Way West— Hotel Arrivals. 

Two changes or additions are soon to be 
made in the different departments of the 
Weather Bureau. The first is that the local 
torecast is to be made official and that the 
head of the local bureau is to make more 
elaborate observations and add them to his 
report. The second is that more attention 
will be paid in the future to the study of the 
climate, a report of which is to be presented 
to the public every day. : 

Mark W. Harrington, the new Chief of the 
Weather Bureau, advanced the fcregoing in- 
formation yesterday soon after his arrival in 
Chicago. Mr. Harrington left Washington 
last Thursday and is making a tour of inspec- 
tion to the various Weather Bureaus and at 
the same time becoming personally acquainted 
with the heads of the different stations. He 
has visited Cleveland, Cineinnati, and Detroit. 

It will require more work than formerly 
in order to present a more claborate report of 
the local forecast and at the same time pay 
considerable attention to the study of the 
climate,” said Mr. Harrington when at the 
** Heretofore

time exclusively to 
none of the local forecasts have 
been official. But hereafter they will 
be official, and more time and pains will be 
devoted in making up the report. Conse- 
quently the duties of the position of chief of 
a local bureau where these new departures will 
take place will be more arduous. The depart- 
ment recognizes this fact,and the salary of 
the head of every bureau where the extra 
duties will be required will be increased $300

Which Is Needed? And in Making These 
What is the Place of the W. C. I. U.?“ Mrs. 
A. S. Benjamin was the first speaker. Mrs. 
Benjamin said she believed public sentiment 
is but aggregated individual sentiments. So, 
also, with public conscience—the two were 
intermingled, The law is a great educator of 
public consciehce. Many aman thinks that 
whatever is a law, however base it may be, is 
nght. “The W. C. T. U.,“ tne speaker said. 
is not large, but it is responsible for an im- 
mense amount ef public conscience. I think 
the work of the W. C. I. U. of today is the 
government of self and the observance of the 
golden rule. The W. C. T. U. should not 
make itself obnoxious, but in a patient and 
earnest way educate this public conscience. 
Our duty is to educate our individual senti- 
ments and constiences, and then of all those 
we come in contact. with, This I consider the 
true means of molding public opinion.”’

SMUGGLING IN ITALIAN LABORERS. 


The Alleged Conspiracy Unearthed by Im- 
migration Inspector Stitch, 

Immigration Inspector George Stitch after 
three weeks’ work is in possession of material 
facts going to show that hundreds of Italian 
laborers have been brought tw this country at 
the expense of some corporation not yet known, 
but supposed to be an lowarailroad. This 
company furnished all the funds to purchase 
steamship tickets, and the two men who were 
delegated to do the work were Italian railroad 
foremen and their headquarters were at No. 
337 Desplaines street. 

Nov. 15 last one Cosimo, an Italian section 
foreman at Cherokee, Ia., came to board at 
the little establishment next door to No. 337 
Desplaines street, where lived David Fallone. 
Cosimo prof to be out of work, but he 
remained in Chicago all winter and all that 
time said he was hunting for employment. In 
reality he got up every morning and went to 
Mr. Fallone's room next door, and there the 
two, it is alleged, sent tickets to Italian friends 
across the water with instructions to come to 
America and report at Chicago. 

Soon these Italians began to swarm at the 
railroad depots here and Fallone and his com- 
panion got the men off to the Northwest 
without oceasioning suspicion. All winter, it 
is said, they sent the imported laborers to 
Iowa labor agencies, which distributed them 
along the railroads, giv them employment 
at 85 cents per day. e importation con- 
tinued until the other day, when three of the 
Italians were caught at New York and they 
confessed. 

Inspector Stitch says he has Fallone’s con- 
fession as to his share in the scheme and Fal- 
lone has evidently given other valuable in- 
formation, as the government officers all 
unite in saying that Fallone is a good fellow 
and can be found at any time when wanted. 

On Fallone Mr. Stitch found a letter dated 
Cherokee, la., and from Antonio Fonnazetto, 
a cousin. Fonnazetto “salutes” his cousin 
in the lovable Italian way, and then says 506 
more men are needed at Cherokee and vicin-

THE NEW RIVAL 
CAVERNOUS WONDER. 


Results of a Long and Toilsome Exploring 
Expedition Through Its Miles of Cor- 
ridors—An Abundance of All the Well- 
Known Subterranean Spectacles—Cham 
bers Fitted with Beautfful and Curious 
Formatious. 


Near the head of a long cafion in Southern 
Oregon there is a great cave. Two openings 
gives access to it. These openings look like 
small fissures in a big limestone bluff, says 
the San Francisco Examiner, This limestone 
extends for miles, It looks as massive and 
solid outside as any mountain in the world, 
but it is honeycombed like a pile that has 
been exposed to the toredo for years. For 
miles and miles these cracks and crevasses ex- 
tend, without any apparent order or system. 
Strike a block of ice with a mallet and the 
cracks that show inside the transparent block 
indicate the manner of the faults in the great 
limestone blutfs. Many of these passages are 
of surpassing beauty, semi-transparent stalac- 
tites, giant milk-white pillars, and pools and 
streams of the purest, clearest water in the 
world making the underground maze a ver- 
itable fairyland. 

The cave is situated in Josephine County, 
Oregon, about twelve miles north of the Cali- 
fornia line and about forty miles from the 
coast. | 

It took two full days for the Traminer ex- 
pedition to reach the cave from Kerby, but 
that was mainly because the road was badly

TOTAL LOSS OF AN ATLANTIC STEAMER. 


Thirteen Survivors of the Wrecked Circe 
Landed at Quebec, 

Qurszc, July 27.—The fourth engineer, two 
seamen, two cattle-owners, and eight cattle- 
men of the steamer Circe, which was wrecked 
at East Cape, Anticosti, have been brought 
here by the Allan line steamer Grecian. The 
Circe is a total loss. The vessel had 
an ordinary run across the Atlantic 
and through the Straits of Belle Isle, 
until the 18th instant. That night the weather 
became thick and foggy. The vessel’s speed 
was reduced, the captain endeavoring to make 
‘out Heath Point light. A vigilant lookout 
was being kept, but notwithstanding this the 
steamer struck at 11:15 p. m. She began to 
fill fast. Capt. Jennings decided to land 
the cattlemen and most of the crew. The 
boats were accordingly got out and 
all on board, except the Captain, the first and 
second engineers, the chief steward, and store- 
man. got into them. After the boats left the 
ship wind increased considerably, and it 
was impossible to land. A schooner was dis- 
covered some distance off. She was hailed by 
those in the boats and bore down to them, 
taki hands on board and landing then at 
Fox Ba . From there the men proceeded to 
Heath Point on foot. On arriving there they 
found that the wind had suddenly increased 
to a heavy gale and that the Circe had become 
a total wreck, the Captain and those left on 
board with him having been drowned. All 
the survivors of the wreck remained at 
Heath Pomt until the steamer Alcides passed 
out, when a majority of the crew went aboard 
of ber and p ed to Glasgow. The men 
who were brought up to Quebec rem ained at 
Heath Point until Friday morning, when they 
were taken on board by the Grecian. 


‘LINCOLN’S PROPHECY. 


He Foresaw a Great Evil of the Present 
Day. 


The prophecy of President Lincoln, made 


by him in a private letter to a friend in Illi- 
nois, has been frequently quoted, but cannot 
be too frequently read and ponder over. He

Each Party Finds New Wonders, 


Other people heard of the strange cave and 
went into it until they thought they knew all 
about it. But every time a more than usually 
venturesome man got into the rocks he found 
another passage leading still farther into the 
depths. 

„The cave—or rather the country around it, 
for there are no statutes regarding the taking 
up of caves—is covered by a notice of location 
of a mineral claim. The locators: are W. J. 
Henderson and F. M. Nickerson of Kerby, 
and Capt. Smith of San Diego. ® 

It was early in the morning of the 30th of 
June when the Examiner party entered the 
cave—a cool, mountain morning, with a 
breeze that still had the chill of the snowy 
Siskiyous on it. It was acool morning, and 
yet when the party reached the mouth of the 
cave the air outside was warm in comparison 
with the fr.gid current that came from the 
opemng. 

The main opening, from which the creek 
flows, was the first entered. For a dozen feet 
only could you stand upright. But, aimost 
double, we pushed on, up to our ankles 
in swiftly-flowing water cold as ice. Thirty 
feet from the mouth the daylight was no long- 
er visible, and there the cavern was larger 
again and the 3 was divided. A great 
bowlder, caught midway between the walls, 
made an upper anda lower corridor. To the 
left a great hole gaped, and on the right the 
floor broke off abrubtly in a grinning crack. 

The left-hand passage was the only one that 
did not lead to a long series of rooms, and it 
was the largest opening of the four. Stop- 
ping under a great rock that jutted from the 
wall, the first of the party found himself in an 
octagonal chamber a dozen feet high and as 
much indiameter. It was atwo-story room. 
Half way to the ceiling a comparatively thin 
sheet of rock made aceiling for the lower 
room and a floor for the upper. There were 
bones in this room of deer and smaller ani- 
mals, and there were other indications that it 
was or had been the den of some flesh-eating 
beast, probably a bear. There are bears in 
this section of the country, fine black fellows, 
shyerthan a deer, but able to make things 
very interesting to the hunter that wounds one 
in the brush. 

This double room was the only place in the 
cave where evidences of animal life were 
found. The clear, cold waters that ran nois- 
lessiy on the floors of some of the corridors or 
thundered down the walls of others were des- 
titute of mhabitants, though outside, a short 
distance from where the creek boils from the 
mouth of the cave, there are trout in 
abundance, 

Even the still, mysterious lake that was 
found miles away from the light seemed to 
hide nothing living. Not abator a mouse 
or a worm flutte or crawled in the long, 
tortuous passage. 

Of the other openings just inside this mouth 
of the cave, the two that run ahead—one 
above and the other below—go on tor many 
miles. The passage to the mght—down the 
gash in the rock—was followed for halfa 
mile. It is a succession of high, narrow rooms 
and small corridors. On the walls the stalac- 
tites and stalagmites have united and formed 

illars, thus making the rooms still narrower. 

robably these pillars, which from their size 
seem to be among the oldest in the cave, have 
covered up and hidden many openings. In- 
deed, some parts of the pillared wall gave back 
a hollow sound when struck. 

The last man in the party. had in his pocket 
a ball of twine. One end of the twine was fast 
to a rock at the mouth of the cave, and as they 
walked forward the line un wound.

A Face in the Rocks, 

Turning an abrupt corner of a cavern so 
high that the torches did not light to the roof 
of the magnificent dome, a great, gaunt 
face sends chills down your back. You 
know, of course, that the malevolent eye is 
only a shadow, the mouth a fault in the 
gigantic stalactite, and the beard sim- 
ply another ‘stalactite stain y adrop of 
iron that somehow had been washed down into 
the limestone cracks. But the face—the beard 


alone as long as a man—is uncanny, and as 


long as you can see the visage you have an un- 
comfortable feeling that the old man, who has 
been there as long as water and rocks have 
beeh, is watching you with no approving 
glance. : 

But the photographer planted his camera 
right beside him, and flash of the pow- 
der told that his face had been taken. The dull 
report comes back many times, for these 
caves and caverns are great places for echoes. 
The Guardian of the Cave was, of course, the 
name of the great visage in the pillar. 

As nearly as could be estimated from the 
amount of line paid out, this curious feature 
is two and a half miles from the entrance to 
At a rough guess it is 1,500 feet be- 
low the roots of the great fir trees that crown 
the mountain. 

The caverns are larger after the Guardian is 
behind, but the road is rougher. A short dis- 
tance beyond the gigantic face we crossed a 
long, low room, with the floor of broken 
bowlders. Full in the wall at the height of a 
man’s shoulders above the fluor was a hole. A 
torch thrust through showed only blackness 
beyond. A rock thrown through it did not 
strike bottom for three seconds. 

After a consultation a rope was made fast to 
a pillar. The other end was put about the 
waist of an Examiner man, while the photog- 
rapher let out the rope until the suspended 
one found a foothold. Another passage was 
found until the photographer managed to 
reach a ledge inthe side of the enormous 
wall; there hetook a picture. His companion 
was hanging to a tongue of rock. The main 
—4 of the chamber was a hundred feet be- 

ow. 

The place was christened the Giant's 
Tongue. This formation is quite common 
throughout the cave. Only a hundred feet in- 
side the entrance is another Giant’s Tongue— 
but that is only a miniature one, about four 
feet long. 

Some climbing brought us to the floor. We 
counted sixteen archways that led from it, 
and chose one in which there hung a perfect 
stocking over twenty feet long. The corridors 
were beautiful, but we had seen so much that 
we hardly noticed them. 

So on we went for another quarter of a mile. 
There the string gave out, but still we wenton, 
trusting to a compass and charcoal marking 
on the wall to find our way back. During the 
last few hundred yards we had heard the mur- 
mur of water that grew louder as we came on. 
We followed the noise, and at last found its 
source—a splendid waterfall. It was not a big 
stream, but it ledped thirty feet. I hardly 
gathered after the fall, when it gurgled away 
into a hole and disappe again. 

Passing by the waterfall, a veritable grove 
of high pillars confronted us. Through these 
bars, as through a prison, we could barely 
make out the gleam of water. It took some 
time to get t those pillars, but when we 
did we found ourselves in a veritable fairy- 

Before us was a beautiful little lake, with a 
surface as clear as that of a mirror, reflecting 
the tesselated roof distorted by the glare of 
our torches. On every hand glistened the 
curious forms that the lime-charged water 
makes. Behind the pillars the waterfall 
roared, On the other side of the chamber a 
still larger cataract reached from floor to 
dome.

Cuartesron, S. C., July 25.— The great Till-

Why, 
some of the pleasantest experiences I haveever 
had in connection with the whole su ject of

Thus spoke Col. S. P. Case, the millionaire 
railroad builder of Philadelphia, as he tipped 
back his chair with a pleasant smile on his 
face, recalling, as it were, scenes that held 
more than ordinary interest for him. 

It was in 1862, when I was attending to 
some of my railroad interests that were then 
before Congress, that I first had the honor of 
meeting Mr. Lincoin and our 135 
grew into one of the pleasantest friendships 
of my-life.

all sitting. reyes were tightly shut, and 
as she 8 forward she raised’ her right 
hand, and, pointing toward the President, ad- 
dressed him on the subject of human freedom 
for several minutes, and closing by declaring, 
in a most impressive manner: There is in 
the spirit world a congress of wise spirits who 
hold the welfare of this Nation in their keep- 
ing. You, sir, have been called to your pres 
ent position to serve a great and mighty pur- 
pose. There are today thousands who are in 
physieal bondage, from whose neck the yoke 
of oppression must be lifted, that this Répub- 
lic may lead the world. Thou art the man! 
Issue, we conjure you, a proclamation of 
emancipation giving freedom to the slave, 
and from that hour victory will crown the 
Union army and heaven and humanity will be 
served !’ 

The young girl, as she stood there in ‘the 
dimly lighted room, her hair falling to her 
waist, her face all aglow with intense enthusi- 
asm, was the very embodiment of inspiration.

We 
listened spellbound to the burning words, and 
when they closed there was not a dry eye in 
the room, The young girl finally came back 
to consciousness, and started back abashed at 
having addressed the President, who was 
greatly overcome by what he had heard, which 
was, in fact, one of the most powerful pleas 
for human rights I have ever listened to.

successful to the Union side, fulfilling the 
exact prophecy of the young girl. 

In subsequent conversation Mr. Lincoln 
spoke of numberless séances he had held with 
Charles Foster, Mrs. Maynard, Mr. Conkling, 
and others, and he frequently referred to that 
eventful night in 62, and always in the most 
serious tone. There is not the least doubt 
that the spirit communication turned the 
scales, and was the pivot upon which one of 
the most important events in American history 
revolved.“ 


“SATANIC ATTACKS,” 


Col. Clarkson’s Emphatic Words for Blaine’s 
Maligners, 

Wasninctox, D. C., July 24.—[Special to 
the Minneapolis Journal,|—Col. Clarkson, 
President of the National Republican League, 
arrived in Washington from New York last 
night.

[No doubt Mr. Johns and the gentlemen men- 
tioned were aware of the fact that the law of 1887 
made no change in Mr. Scully's status, but left 
him free to carry on his absentee Irish rack-rent- 
ing methods as long as he lived. That was not 
the belief of the people, however. They were of 
the opinion that after five or six years’ grace 
Scully would be obliged to dispose of his land if 
he refused to become an American citizen. And 
it certainly was the impression of this paper at 
the time the law was passed that it would root 
out Seullyism. 

It appears now that a provision permitting this 
non-resident alien to hang on to his hundreds of 
farms in Illinois was inserted because woe con- 
cluded this requirement [to make him sell within 
a certain time] was not constitutional.” There 
was a doubt, it appears, and these gentlemen 
gave the benefit of it to the alien Scully and not 
to the people of the State of illinois. It is not 
the fist time such a thing has happened. The 
legislation of this State is full of such instances. 
Instead of leaving the Supreme Court to pass on 
the point this little knot of members of the Leg- 
islature decided to dispose of it themselves and 
to decide that a non-resident alien is of more con- 
sequeuce than the State of Illinois. 

How easy it would have been to pass a law pro- 
viding that Scully must sell his acres within five 
years or the State would do it for him. If Scully 
had not relished its provisions he could have ap- 
pealed to the courte, State and Federal, and 
tested its validity. The conclusions arrived at, 
whatever they might be, would be worth more 
than the guesses of Mr. Johns. Mr. Johns found 
no difficulty in deciding that the Legislature of 
1851 could pase a law for the special benefit of a 
non-resident alien, but that the Legisiature of 
1887 could not repealit. There were plenty of as 
good lawyers as Mr. Johns who said the Lake 
Front act couid not be repealed, but Judges Har- 
lan and Blodgett have undeceived them. 

Mr. Johns wants a little law. He shall have it. 
Much as it may surprise him to learn it, aliens 
and citizens do not stand on the same footing. 
What the latter are entitled to as rights, the 
former can only enjoy as favors. A citizen has a 
constitutional right to hold land, but an alien has 
mot. He can get it only by virtue of a treaty or a 
State law. And as in the case of an alien 
holding land, it is a license instead of a right; it 
can be withdrawn whenever the power which 
grants the license chooses in the exercise of its 
sovereignty to withdraw it. Whenever an alien 
buys land to hold in a State where he is permitted 
to do so, he does it knowing that the next Legis- 
lature can, if it pleases, withdraw from him the 
privilege. Heislikea saloonkeeper who gets a 
license and fits up a place, knowing that at the 
end of that year he may be refused a renewal of 
his license, even though that refusal will make 
his plant worthless. Iowa passeda prohibition 
law which destroyed the value of the property of 
brewers. They tried to get compensation through 
the courts but failed. 

The Legislature of 1851 allowed Scully to hold 
land in Illinois. He has enjoyed that privilege 
for forty years and has abused it shamefully. He, 
a non-resident alien, has sucked the substance of 
tens of thousands of acres of land not many miles 
from Senator Johns’ residence. Instead of that 
land being tilled by free farmers, it is occupied by 
beggared tenants. Knowing these things, the 
Legislature of 1887 attempted to revoke the privi- 
lege given Scully, Unfortunately it failed, 
it seems, through bad legal advice. 
But in 1898 the people may take the mat- 
ter up, and if Scully is not dead they 
may pass a law giving him not more than two 
years’ notice to sell the Jast acre of land he holds 
or the State will sell it for him. “hat is all the 
time he is entitled to, and it is an abundance. 
Daring those twenty-four months he will have no 
trouble in disposing of all his real estate at good 
prices, and he ought to be thankful that he is al-
